Hereas the ſaid F-ir/ (being a Putter forth of much money tor other men at Intereſt) afterhe had got ſuch credit,thar 
x many men trufted him with great Summes ypon his owne Securitie , and others became bound with him ; and had 
purchaſed in Landsand Leaſes, aboue 16co pounds per Anmum : Hee was arreſted and laid in the Fleete, whence 
he procured himlelfe to be remooued, into the Priſon of the Kings Bench ; where he became #e1oe ſe. Sithence whoſe death; 
neither the ſaid Lands nor Leaſes were forfeited by his Felonie,nor yet ſubie& to the payment of his Debts (for ſome were con.. Þ *-*** 
vayed ouerto other men in truſt, ſome were purchaſedpartly in the name of his Wife , and partly in the names of his Children, 
and other ſome were morgaged for monies borrowed) bur are enioyed, partly by his Wife and Children, and partly by colour 
of a Decree,and vertue of an IniunRtion; which Decreets made in ſhew for all the ſaid Creditors, butindeed for Three of thers
